TO HEAR THE CALL
Pope Issues Statement Saying

That Country Should Ask
For Divine Aid

Fume, via London, August 19.T— he
pope lhus addressed the following ex-
hortation to the whole world:

At thie moment when nearly the
whole of Burope Iu being draggea
Into the vortex of n most terrible war,
with its present dangers and miser-
ics and the consequences to follow,
the very thought of such must strike
every one with grlef and horror, wu
whore care I8 the life and welfare of
80 muny citizens and peoples, cannot
but ke deeply moved aud our heart
wWiung with the bitterest sorrow.

“And in the midst of this universal
confusion and peril we feel and know
that both fatherly love and apostolic
mninistry demand of uw that we should
with all earnestness turnp the thoughts
of Christendom thither ‘whenee
cometh help'—to: Christ, the Prince of
Peace and the most powerful medin-
tor hetween God and man.

“We charge therefore the Catholics
of the whole world to approach the
throne of grace and mercy each and
all of them and more especially the
clergy, whose duty futthermore
wil' be to muke In every parish aw
thelr. bishops shall direect, pubile sup-
plication go that the mareiful God
may, as It were, be wearied with the
prayers of His children and speedily
remove the evil causes of war, giving
to them whe rule to think the
thoughte of peave and not of afflic-
tion.
